1. This memorandum to fear year information, 

2. We bare been advised by the Office of Operattons/Contact 
Division that Mylcola Ahramehik, Presided: of the Belorussian 
Peoples Republic and President of the Belorussian National 
Congress ( BNR) in exile, has stated an intention to contact year 
office in the near future to appeal the termination of the subsidy 
extended to the BNR by this agency. 



8. The BNR began Its collaboration with this agency in 1881. 
Sues 1883 Its activities have been limited primarily to psbUcatteti 
of a Betorarnian-language weekly newspaper, distributed almost 
wholly to the emigre community. In 1960 and 1881 a concerted 
effort was made to initiate an operational program mere consist- 
ent with the objectives of this agency. After an unsuccessful trial 
period cl a year, reassessment of the project* s potential and 
performance led to the conclusion that in a period of Agency out- 
bade of Soviet emigre operations, toe BNR could only be consid- 
ered submarginal. As a result, on 27 October 1881 BNR repre- 

a es were informed that this agency's monthly subsidy of 

scald not be continued past 31 December 1881. This posl- 
i reiterated to Mr. Abramehifc on 17 and 18 January 1862 
by [irf the Office of Operations.
